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Here Is What Transpired At Monday's 
Meeting Of The Palm Beach -— 


A tax roll showing Palm Beach 
County's intangible tax  assess- 
ments to be the third highest in the 
state, was approved by the county 
commission this week. 

County -Tax Assessor James 
Owens, Jr., told the commission he 
believed the county's intangible tax 
valuation of $576.044,680, to be 
only surpassed by similar valua- 
tions in Dade and Duval counties. 
This assessment is epected to 
raise $522,096 in revenue this year. 

Certification of the roll Monday, 
Owens said, was necessary because 
of an old state statute adopted 
years ago when the roll was made 
up by hand. The special meeting, 
Buch as was held by the commission 
Monday, is called, to make sure 
there are no changes in the roll that 
was originally submitted and the 


County Commission 


roll that is delivered to the county 
tax collector. A 

Today's modern methods of book- 
keeping which employs the-use of 
machines, eliminates any possibil- 
ity of error in the two tax rolls, 
Owens said. 

The assessor said the county’s 
tax bills would probably be in the 
mail immediately. 

The commission received and ac- 
cepted the roll and ordered that it 
be turned over to the tax collector. 

Tax assessments this year, 
Owens said, show $19 million in- 
crease over last year. Total valua- 
tion was set at $257,086,716 on 
which $176,818,626 will be levied to 
raise the county's $6 million budget 
for the coming year. 

Owens also listed an increase of 
2,261 homestead exemptions over 
last years assessments.
